HOT SPRIN GS. 
THAT OMISSION. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 7:—The ‘Benaté 
Committee engaged in inquiring into the 
omission of the Hot Springs clause from the 
Sundry Civil Appropriation bill met to-day. 

George H. Johnston, a clerk in the Post-Office 
Department, testified that he met Senator Con- 
over iff August last and had a conversation with 
him in reference to an attack made on the char- 
acters of both by Benson, of the Treasury 8e- 
cret-Service. Prior to this interview, he had 
never conversed with the Senator in relation to 
the Hot Springs matter. Benson and another 
employe of the Secret-Service Division of the 


Treasury had called at the Post-Office Depart- . 


ment, and desired him to tell them all that he 
knew about the Hot Springs matter. One 
asked whetber he had been to New York in 
January, in the interest of certain parties in 
Washington. He toid him he bad not; alsothat 
he (Johnston) was not at the Capitol on the last 
night of the session. The larger man said that 
they had the aflidavits of three persons that he 
had been seen waiting around the ball of the 
Senate, and been seen to take a paper from Mr, 
Bion, Senator Conover’s clerk, who told him to 

‘* get away with it.”” The witness replied that 
it was a puck of d—d lies, and suggested that 
there was some mistake about it. The large 
man said there could be no mistake. The wic- 
ness went to Acting Postmaster-General Tyner 
and told him that an outrageous attack hack 
been made on the witness and Senator Conover, 
and asked leave of absence for a few days, to 
investigate the motive of this attack. He 
not ask who made the affidavits, for he aid not. 
believe that any had been made. He had had 
conversations with W. P. Rice iu relation to the 
matter. Rice characterized the whole us 
an outrageous tissue of falshoods, ca 
and intended to injure Senator Conover. He 
had no knowledge of the abstraction of the 
papers, and had never said be bad. 

Clerk Rice and Assistant-Doorkeeper Bassets 
testified that thev were not aware of any ireeg 
ularity. 


DAMAGE ALLOWANCE. 
TREASURY EXPLANATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. | 

WasuHinoTon, D. C., Dec. 7.—The statement 
published in some Western newspapers that the 
order of July 6, 1578, requiring the opening of 
packages and inspection of their contents to 
ascertain damage allowance has been rescinded 
is in a very important particular incorrect. No 
such general order has been issued, and tie 
order which has been issued, the Treastry 
officials claim, is wrongly interpreted to mean 
that it is a return to the old practice which 
caused so much danger of Joss to the revenue.

PROBABLE ACTION BY CONGRESS IN REFERENCE 
TO THEM—a BILAL. REGULATING RATES OVER

Wasumeron, D. C., Dec. 5.—The attitude of 
members on the question of Pacific Railroad 
transportation indicates that the present Copn- 


panies to run their roads with due regard tothe 
orgapic laws providing for through cars and 
th rates, without discrimination, over the 
as well as over the main lines. There 
is a growing opposition on the part of honest 
legisiators to the maintenance of monopolies by

It has 
been decided that the bridge over the Missouri 
River is as much a part of the roa as the 
bridges over other streams along the Jine, and 
the bill prohibits the Company from charging 
higher rates for transportation over it than are 
now allowed by law for similar transportation 
over any other portion of the road. @ sec- 
ond section of the bill imposes fines for each and 
every Violation of the law. .

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 7:-—Unless the Court of 
Pardons interferes, for it is not likely that Gen. 
Robeson will carry the question of jurisdiction 
to the Supreme Court of the United States, 
Hunter. must be hanged Jan. 10, The de- 
cision of the Court of Errors and Appeals at 
Trenton to-day, overruling all exceptions filed, 
and affirming the judgment of the lower Court, 
was unanimous, Chief-Justice Beasley delivering 
the opinion. The Court-room was crowded, and 
much interest was manifested, Gen. Robeson 
listening in silence and leaving at onee for 
Washington. The decision was filed at noon, 
and, when Hunter’s wife and daughters crossed 
the ferry for their usual Saturday visit, they 
heard the newsboys crying the result, but 
not a word did they say of it tothe hus- 
band and father. Their stay was 
long, for it was dusk when they left, but he had. 
not then heard that the Court had overruled 
the last plea of his counsel. He may not learn 
until Monday, for there is no one 1 tell 
him but Sheriff Calhoun, and he _ will 
net do so until then. He has been 
visibly failing since that, and there are painful 
signs of effortsto brace up and look bright 
when some of the jai] officials come up. No 
One elise sees him, for he has made a special re- 
quest that none be admitted to see him 
except his counsel and family. <As bas 
been said, the case may go before the Court of 
Pard which consists of the Governor, Secre- 
ay ha tate, and six lay Judges of the Court 
of Errors and Appeals, but the warrant for the 
execution is expected early next week. 
Hanging is a event of such rare occur- 
rence im New Jersey, the frst and 
‘only execution in Camden County being 
that of John Ware, in December, 1871, for par- 
ricide, that there is lack of precedent. Sheriff 
Calhoun, however, toid a correspondent to-day 
that he should have a new gallows erected, and 
would have a space fenced off in the court-yard 
large enough for the execution. It is the gen- 
eral impression that the Jast effort bas been 
made to save the life of the unfortunate man. 


FEARFUL DOMESTIC TRAGEDY.

Crecinnati, O., Dec. 7.—A shocking domes- 
tie tragedy is reported from Hamilton. John 
A. Weigel was a man of about 60 years of age, 
who owned a very good brick store and dwell- 
ing. Inthis building he resided and kept a 
general provision and grocery store. His wife 
and two sons, and a nephew, Jacob Weigel, a 
young man of 26, attended the grocery, while 
Jobn kept a saloon on Second street, near 
Dilges’ livery stable..As far as can be learned 
from those present there has been no family 
quarrel, yet last night the husband arose 
from his bed, and, taking a _ revolver, 
purchased the day before, shot his wife while 
asleep, the ball passing through her heart.

He then 
shot three balls into his own body, two into the 
stomagh just above the navel, and one into his 
mouth up through the roof into the brain. Ja 
cob Weigel, who was sleeping in a room near by 
with the two boys, heard the shot and the 
wife’s cry. He sprang out and tried to 

the ed-room door, but found 

it locked. Then, with Johnny, the 
oldest sun, he ran to the back part of the houre 
and getting a step-ladder climbed up aud 
knocked a pane of giass out of the transom, 
where he says he sawthe wife living on the 
floor with her hand outstretched and dead. 
The husband was sitting up in the bed. Jacob 
then got down and called for assistance, and be- 
fore it came he heard two more shots. The 
door was then forced open, and a most horrible 
sight met the eyes of those who etitered. re 
lay two corpses with eyes starting from their 
sockets, while the bedding and floor were coy- 
ered with blood.

BREATHITT COUNTY.

New Yors, Dec. 7.—An assignment was 
made by the ola-established firm of Olyphant 
& Co., of China, whose New York office is at 
No. 104 Wall street. The members: of the 
suspended firm are William W. Parkin, 
George W. Talbot, Hobart Seymour, 
Geary and Talbot Olyphant, of this 
city; Tobias Pim, Belfast, Ireland; and John F. 
Seaman, Newburg, N. Y. Messrs. Pim and Sea- 
man have the management of the business in 
China. By the terms of the sesignmcty, sev- 
erd] classes of creditors ate made. The Repub- 
lic of Peru ts second preferrea creditor, but 
the amount due is not stated. Aside from 
one banking-house in New York, the notes are 
mostly held outside this country. The aggre- 
gate of the sums due on preferred notes and 
drafts is $105,000, The total liabilities and as- 
sets will not be known until reports are received 
from China, Australia, New Zealand, and Peru, 
in which countries the firm has branches or cor- 
respondents. 

Olyphant & Co. were in existence more than 
half a century. The firm was established in 
1827, and for many years did an extensive com- 
mission busipess in Chinese silks, m and 
teas. It wasone of the pioneers in the China 
trade, having ite original quarters jn Can- 
ton. As business expanded, the firm engaged in 
the Australian and New Zealand trade, becom- 
ing known in almost every part of the globe. 
The China trade becoming cut up, the firm of 
Olyphant & Co. was changed by the retirement 
of Robert M. Olyphant. Several years 
ago the present. firm began to do 
bu on its own account, in ad- 
dition to following the commission trade, 
and prospered for a long period. At one time 
it was rated at a million dollars capital, but re- 
cently commercial agencies lessened this esti- 
mate. The firm, however, always retained its 
credit. About eighteen months ago Olyphant 
& made a contract with the Goy- 
ernment of Peru for the importation 
of a large number of coolles. It was 
guaranteed by Peru that the coolies should be 
bired out only to responsible persons, and not 
restrained of liberty. ‘The firm made elaborate 
prevarations for the fulfillment of its contract, 
and engaged and fitted up several steamers for 
the transportation of coolies. Its plans 
were overthrown, however, by the opposition 
of persons in China, who caused the 
Chinese and British Governments to prevent 
the de ure of the coolies. Through this de- 
feat the firm lost a great deal of monev, and 
this loss is reported asthe immediese cavse of 


the s uspension.

CHICAGO ADE AND THE RAILROAD 

co ONERS. 

If Messrs. Surrm end Bocuse, who consti- 
tute a majority of the Board of Railway 
Commissioners, have not been inaccurately 
reported, their only reply to public com 
plaint about the railroad discrimination 
against Chicago is an unsatisfactory avoid- 
ance. They appear to be anxious to im- 
press upon the public that they can do 
nothing in the matter, though théy say that 
the subject will eome up for discussion at 
their regular meeting néxt Tuesday. Mr. 
Surrn says; in effect, that the cross-roads 
can ‘‘fool ” therm by so dividing the through 
raté as to maké it appear they are charging 
within the State as high a rate as the main 
lines. Mr. Boauz says that, when the 
Board seeks ¢vidence in regard to discrimi- 
nation and extortion, the men who have 
enjoyéd the benefits of arebate “ shut up 
as tight as a clam.” Mr. Smirnx says 
that ‘“‘we Grangers” ate going to avail 
‘‘ ourselves” of the short-ctts, and that 
nothing can be done ~till the Tlinois 
Board shall have jurisdiction beyond the 
State boundaries, which, of course, it will 
never havé. Mr. Boave says that Chicago's 


grain trade is growing in spite of the dis- 


crimination, as though that were a valid 
reason for not resenting thé discrimination 
just the same. Both Messrs. Sarrn and 
Boove unite in urging that the Board has an 
annual appropriation of only $5,000 (in 
addition to salaries), and evidently think 
they ought not td be expectéd to do 
anything with so little money to proceed 
upon ! 

As mach as two years ago 8 good many 
people were curious enough to inquire what 
good this State Board did the State or the 
people. The conundrum was left unanswéred | 
at that time. A good many more people 
will feel like asking the same questionif the 
Board insists upon asserting its own impor- 
tance in dealing with the most flagrant 
abuses of the railroad system, and it is 
not unlikely that the question will 
be propounded to the Legislature, 
with the understanding that in case of an 
unsatisfactory answer so much of the State 
machinery be dropped out of use. Illinois 
has a law which purports to furnish the pub- 
lic protection against extortion and unjust 
discrimination; the Supreme Court of the 
United States has affirmed the constitutional 
authority of the State to regulate the rail- 
roads; the State Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners was created for 
the special purpose of enforcing this law ; 
and if the gentlemen who make up this 
Board find they cannot do what is expected 
from them, whether by reason of a defect in 
the law or a defect in themselves, it is ob- 
viously their duty to resign their positions. 
These offices were not created in order to 
furnish an opportunity for certain people to 
draw salaries from the State, which is all the 
Railroad Commissioners can do if they econ- 
fess their inability to protect the public 
against railroad extortion and discrimination 
or to puhish those companies which are 
guilty of such practices. 

The complaints about discrimination 
against Chicago are tangible enough to admit 
of the collection of abundant evidence, and 
Chicago is just as much entitled to the bene- 
fits of the Railroad law as are the interior 
points of the State, though ‘‘ Granger” 
Surrx does not seem to think so. Nor can 
the present discriminations be allowed to pro- 
ceed without ultimately damaging the inter- 
ests of the interior as much as they now 
damage Chicago. In this, as in all other 
commercial matters, the interests of Chicago 
and the interests of the State at large are the 
same. If the discriminations and rebates of 
the cross-lines be tolerated for any length of 
time they will draw the business away from 
the [Illincis & Michigan Oanal, and 
that valnable water-way will go into 
ruin and decay. The Legislature has no 
authority to make appropriations for keeping 
the canal in repair, and to deprive it of its 
revenues is a sure means of its destruction. 
When the canal shall have ceased to be an 
element of competition, the railroads which 


| are now so liberal with their rebates will put 


on the serews; and the present beneficiaries 
will be the soréest sufferers. Then ‘‘ we 
Grangers ” whom Commissioner Samira repre- 
sents will wish that the State Board had 
taken a different view of the matter. 

As there is to be a meeting of the Railroad 
Commissioners at Springfield next Tuesday, 
the Board of Trade will do well to send down 
& representative who is posted about the 
discriminations. This gentleman can 6n- 
lighten the Commissioners as to the nature 
of the discriminations, and éan also ascertain 
and report as to the disposition of the Board 
in regard to the abuses. If no help is to be 
expected from these Railroa’ Commissioners, 
it is well that the Chicago delegation to the 
Legislature should know it, go that some 
step may be taken at an early period in the 
session to bring them to a proper account,

As a matter of fact; there seems to be as 
little of the gambling element in Mr. Keenz’s 
operations as any we know of on the Board 
of Trade, and we don’t believe that the idea 
was evet serioiély contemplated by that 
gentleman. or those associated with him of 
cornering the wheat crop of the Continent. 
There are probably all of 6,000,000 of bush- 
els of wheat in Ohicago. and Milwaukee and 
within sight, of which we do not believe Mr. 
Keene has posséssed himself of more than 
one-third. There are other people buying 
wheat, because théy believe, as Mr. Kzenz 
evidently does, that it is a good investment 
at the present price, and that by holding it 
till spring, when they will get the advan- 
tage of lower rates to the sea-board, 
they will make money by the opera- 
tion. They may realize their éxpecta- 
tions or they may not; but, in the 
meantime, as long as Mr. Kzxnz buys wheat 
at the ruling rate, pays for it, and puts it 
away, he is engaged in a legitimate opera- 
tion, and he should be rééeived with the 
same cordiality as anybody else who has the 
good judgment to bring money to Chicago 
for investment. 

There is considerable misapprehension 
also about.the influence of such a deal as 
this upon the general sale and consumption 
of wheat. Mr. Keznzis buying the usual 
grade of speculative wheat rated and 
known as ‘‘No. 2.” The millers have not 
been buying this wheat aeneeett because 
they believe it is relatively too high, or, in 
other words, that they can get more flour 
out of the other grades for less monéy. 
The consequence is that neither Mr. Krenz’s 
purchases nor the purchases of others 
who ate buying to hold has inter- 
fered in the least with the general 
movement of wheat. As a matter of fact, 
the receipts are four or five times larger than 
they were at the corresponding season last 
year, and up to the present time more wheat 
has been received this season than during 4 
corfesponding period of any previous year, 
not even excepting 1874, which was the larg- 
est wheat year Chicago ever had. Neither 
the consumers nor the failroads have any 
reason to coniplain that the natural move- 
ment of wheat has been retarded in the least. 
The appearance of Mr. Keene with $1,800,- 
000 in his pockets, and more behind 
him, may have occasioned some com- 
motion among small local speculators, and 
we believe that ‘‘ scalping for one-eighth of a 
cent” is not so frequent a practice on the 
Board jist at present as it usually is. But 
there is no reason to believe that a partial 
suspension of this element of trade is dam- 
aging either to the Board or to the public. 
As long as Mr. Keenz continues to buy wheat 
and pay for it, he should be regarded as 4 
very useful man to Ohicago and the North- 
west, and he will be a very sensible man to 
wait till he can get chéaper rates from the 
railroads before shipping the wheat he owns, 
if he is in a position to do so. That seems 
to be the matter-of-fact, common-sense view 
of the affair.

of population in this district? Have not 
these men the means te secure the aid 
of counsel as well able to defend official 
criminals as are any persons holding office at 
Washington? Does any one in Washington 


imagine that any of these men wil? be “ per- 


secuted,” and ‘not protected against in- 
justice,” and “‘ will not have a fair trial,”— 
that is, if the words “fair trial” have the 
meaning ordinarily attaching to them? Does 
the, under the circuristances, rather scanda- 
lous intrusion of these words into the in- 
structions to the prosecution warrant the im- 
pression that a “fair trial” to an indicted 
officer having the confidence, personal and 
official, of the Treasury Department, and the 
sympathy of the Department of Justice, 
means something else and beyond ? 

These indicted men are guilty or not 
guilty, and that is to be determined by the 
Court and jury upon hearing the whole case. 
A public prosecutor has to present his whole 
casé, and nothing short of it; if 
he be competent he needs no in- 
structions to teach him his duty. If 
these men are not to be prosecuted; if the 
brother officials of the indicted in the Treas- 
ury Department are to decide what isa “ fair 
trial,” and how far the prosecution may go, 
and where it shall stop, then the employ- 
ment of special counsel and the expense of 
a trial in court is a wasteful expenditure of 
public money. If this case is to be tried— 
if it has already been tried—at Washington, 
why go on with the farce any longer? Let 
the Attorney-General go one step further and 
direct that the indictments be dismissed, and 
refuse to let his pets be tried. Let Granger 
Grand Juries be taught that there is an inno- 
cence that doth hedge about Washington 
officers of the Architect Bureau which must 
not be violated. Innocence in the Architect 
Bureau, when aceused, must have a “ fair 
trial,” and all that that term implies.

Canada has long sighed for 
Royalty, and at last is gratified. British 
Royalty has for many years demanded that 
in its presence woman’s neck and shoulders 
shall be innocent of covering. Royalty, 
upon being transplanted to the shores of 
Oanada, has, as its first decree, declared that 
there, also, in the presencé of Royalty, each 
woman shall stand confessed in all her 
charms. 

It would be a harsh way to express the 
feeling to say that there is a disloyal senti- 
ment in Canada. Difference of opinion does 
hot necessafily imply disloyalty. The right 
of Royalty, however, to prescribe the terms 
on which it will hold converse with lesser 
humanity has always been maintained, and of 
course it will assert the same prerogative in 
Canada, Moreover, the decree is a woman’s, 
and a woman will not yield to the mere ob- 
jection of women.

They will 
insist that low-neckism is the first step in 
the backward fall of woman’s life—C.ix0- 
PaTRA bégan with low-neckism, and 
where did she end?—and that all the 
followers of Onzoparra.in all ages were low- 
necks. Doubtless the rival parties will event- 
ually have models exhibiting thé “ horrid- 
ness,” or, to use an English word, the ** beast- 
liness” of the opposing fashion. We will 
not consider any further the possible extent 
to which the fierceness of party zeal may 
carry this matter. The Princess will, of 
course, be the bright exemplar of those who 
will support her, and it is possible—such is 
party bitterness—that it will be claimed that 
all the shapely women/of the Dominion will 
be on her side. The Matquis, being a High- 
lander, will attend the low-neck levees in 
kilts, and all the well-limbed men will follow 
him. Stripped for the combat, the Court 
party, or the low-necks, will be embarrassed 
but little with the toggeries of dress. 

The Prime Minister—low-neck or high- 
neck, as the case may be—will of course 
have to defend the policy of his party.

PORTER ON TYNDALL. 

Dr. Porter, the President of Yale College, 
prepared and forwarded to the Victoria In- 
stitute some weeks ago a reply to Prof. 
Tyrnpaxu’s late address. The paper was to 
be read publicly last Monday evening in 
London, and it has already been given to 
the press in this country. It is an exoceed- 
ingly able criticism of Prof. Tyrxpatu, and 
has the unusual merit, for a paper of the 
kind, of being good-tempered and respect- 
ful. Dr. Porter endeavors to meet TrxpaL 
on his own groutid, and cénvict him of error, 
if possible, with words out of his own 
mouth. If he has not quite done this, he 
has at least made an argument that will re- 
quire the attention of Prof, Tynpauu and 
other scientific men of his way of thinking. 

Prof. Trspati argued that the animal 
body is a machine, which is controlled by 
those forces and only those forces, and obeys 
those laws and ohly those laws, which are 
found in the inorganic sphere. In support 
of this proposition he attempted to establish 
an analogy between the phenomenon of the 
correlation of forces and the interpretation 
of acts of will in bodily motions. He held, 
in effect, that the human body is either a 
generator or a transmuter of force, and that, 
if these are its only functions, it performs 
precisely the same offices as a friction wheel 
or a galvanic battery. Dr. Porter contends 
that this argument is fallacious. The body 
has, he says, one other function besides those 
of generating or transforming force. This 
other function is the direeting—that is, the 
liberating and detaining—of force. The evi- 
dence for this other function is found in the 
writings of Trnpatu himself, of: Maren, 
and all other physicists who have 
written with authority on the subject. 
They have accorded this special functign to 
the netves, and have made it over and above 
any which the correlation of forces can illus- 
trate under mechanical law in the machine 
or chemical decomposition in the battery. 
Aumitting this special function of the nerves, 
it is neGessary, in order to demonstrate that 
the body fis a machiné, to prove that it directs 
force through the nerves by either chemical 
or mechanical agency. This last, Prof. Tyn- 
DALL does not attempt todo. Hence he is 
called upon to abandon either his theory that 
the nerves have the function of directing force, 
or his othef theory that the body is simply 
and solely a machine. 

Another point at which Dr. I onrer joins 
issue with Prof. Tynpatt is the assumption 
of the latter that terror, hope, and all the 
emotions are caused by material changes in 
the nerve-tissue. This assumption takes for 
granted that, whatever the soul may be, its 
phenOmena are caused at first by the impact 
of a material object. Dr. Porrk holds, on 
the contrary, that it is not the material ob- 
ject striking upon a man which causes men- 
tal phenomena, but that they are performed 
by the man with reference to the object. In 
the case, for instance, of a man who should 
read a letter and be terrified or cheered by it, 
and jump to his feet in consequence, it is not 
the letter which strikes its impact upon the 


man, but it is thé mati who réads the letter | 


and thereafter acts in calculation and hope 
until the latch is lifted and the muscular 
motion is set free. ”

There is not 4 theatre in 
the land that would~be allowed to place the 
scenes he so intimately describes upon the 
stage, evehh though they should be pointed 
with a moral, and all the villains sliould be 
summarily dispatched in the denouement. 
The pernicious yellow-covered literature of 
the ‘‘New York Under the Gas-Light ” order 
contains nothing more indeeorous than these 
sermons, while their offensiveness is in- 
creased by the manner of their delivery, 
which, according to every authority, is that 


of a harlequin,—jumping, flopping, grin ' 


ning, and shrieking over the platform, be- 
tween the shrill blasts of Axpickiz’s 
trumpet. No one questions thé existencé of 
vice in horrible shapes in New York and 
every other large city, but the majority of 
religious people will feel that the pulpit can 
launch more solemn Warnings, and thit 
ribald jests that make the congregation roar 
with laughter, tawdry descriptions of inde- 
cencies, and glowing pictures, are presenting 
the ‘‘ monster of frightful mien” in such a 
shape that there is danger young people 
‘* familiar with her face, will first endtte, 
then pity, then embrace.” 

Judicious religious people will sadly won- 
der whether this great outpouring of people 
to the Brooklyn Tabernacle evety Sunday 
morning to listen, applaud, stamp, elap, and 
laugh at these ‘‘ low-necked ” sermons, and 
to be entertained with the Reverend Tat- 
maGe’s theatrical exhibition of himself, is 
not a desecration of the Sabbath, and 
whether the exhibition has the tendency to 
reform a single sinner. It is fairly question- 
able whether such intimate and florid descrip- 
tions afé not dangerously attfactive to some 
of the young who have never known of 
them before. The Reverend Tatmacr is 
treading upon delicate ground. No other 
clergyman has ventured upon it. Brother 
Moopy, the great popular lay*preacher to the 
masses, with all his excitement, impulsive- 
ness, intensity, and zeal, has never gone to 
any such lengths ; but no one will claim that 
TaLMage can show such a list of randomed 
souls and reformed men as’ Have’ 
their testimony to the efficacy of Moopr’s 
simple sermons and Sanxey’s simple songs. 

One strong motive for the compositicn of 
these sermons has recently been expcsed. 
They help to line the Reverend Titmacr’s 
pocketbook. They are made to sell. For a 
certain number of dollars a week he has this 
pious pabulum ready for delivery on Friday 
to the various New York newspapers, so that 
they can supply it to their customers with- 
out the troablé of éxpense of shorthand-re- 
porting it. Asit is the chief sensation for 
Monday morning, the secular papers are 
ready to pay the price fixed for it, and the 
aggregate amounts to a very handsome sum. 
As they are shortly to be issded im pamphiet, 
and subsequently in book, form, the venture 
will prove a very paying one. The tatiner 
in which these sermons afe coniposed, the 
method in which they are delivered, and the 
way in which they are dished up for the pub- 
lic, are certainly of such questionable charae- 
ter as to warrant the doubt whether the 
Reverend “TALMAGE is sincere in his protesta- 
tions of reform, and to arouse the suspicion 
that he is doing more harm than good. 


Now and then there is a New Yorker who 
is not so crusted with metropolitan conceit 
that he cannot see things of interest away 
from home.

SHYLOCK. 


Lecture by Rabbi Kohler Before the Phile- 
sophieal Society. 

Rabbi Kobler addressed a large audience last 
evening in the leeture-room of the Atheneum, 
bis léctdré on “Shylock, the Money-Lending 
Jew,’’ forming an attractive feature of the Philo- 
sophical Society’s regular weekly meeting. The 
Rabbi began by saying that ignerance was the 
mother of prejudice. If the history of the 
Middle Ages was dark, or the chapter on witch- 
craft gloomy, still darker and more appalling 
was the chapter on the pefsectition of the 
Jews, the deeper cause for which was thé 
fear and awe which this wonderftl race inspired 
because of its mental superiority and its com- 
thercial succéss. These were attributed by an 
ignorant populace te the practice of sorcery, and 
astrology. They were also charged, at the time 
of the black plagué, with having poisoned wells 
with Christian blood, and at other times with 
the massfcre of children for blood with which 
to celebrate the Passover. But, thanks to the 
Frérich Revolution and the chimes of the bell of 
liberty in Ameriea, the ancient and obnoxious 
barriers between them and the world were in a 
great measure broken down: Modern society 
now admitted them to positions of honor and 
trust, although the old prejudice Was hot yet 
entirely removed: ‘The Earl of Beaconsfield to- 
day could be forgiven anythin Seeger the fact 
that. he had been cradled a and when a 
writer like George Eliot broke through preju- 
dice and reflécted credit on ttie accursed race, 
it was almost at the  petialty of 
ostracism by a large patt of the reading world. 
Shylock and —— had been wrongly accepted 
as types of the Jewish character, while the more 
exalted Jewish characters iv history and fiction 
were allowed by a prejudiced world to drop out 
of sight. 

Dr. Kohler then passeG on to consider the 
sources from which Shakespeare drew his Shy- 
lock, remarking that the character was not so 
much his ¢réation as it was that of earlier writ- 
ers, like Marlowe end others, wbo had pérsont- 
fied the dew as the prejudices of the Middle 
Ages represented him. In fact, Marlowe’s 
‘Jew of Malta’ was a better type of the Jew 
of popular suverstition in those times than 
Shylock, whose appearance on the stage, with a 
luge red hose, red wig, and a scarlet cap, could 
Only elicit ‘unceremonious laughter. Dr. 
Kohler gave a rapid glance at, anda partial 
analysis of, the old Italian and Latin romances 
from which Shakspeare, or the writers before 
his tithe, drew their characters of the money- 
lender, and traced the origin of the sotion of 
the poutd of flesh, and its eniployment in the 
literature of the Hindoos, the Romans, the 
Italiabs, and the Danes. This botion, when 
viewed in its broader sense, had come to repre- 
sent to many, in the form of a figure, the prob- 
lem of the rélation of law to fequity, but who 
other than money-jenders could, in those times, 
and with this notion extant, be accused of such 
blood-thirstiness as that displayed by the Jew 
of the stoiy! Sh stood forth as the inear- 
nation of Jewish usurers, but it should 
be fementbered that the Jewish usurer was the 
creation of the Christian race. In his, original 
home, the Jew was a Bd ger a tiller of the soil, 
and yet it has been said that usury was tne nat- 
ural prepensity of the race,—a sort of neredi- 
tary sin. History gave this slander the fie. 
When the Jews settled in Spain and Southern 
France it was as farmers, but persecution after 

ecution and frequent expulsions naturally 
urged them to embark in financial enterprises,.- 
commencing as peddlers and sutlers, and end- 
ing as millionaires, and the recipients of the 
neers political apd social honors that States 
and Kingdoms could bestow. 

Greediness of gain was forced on the Jew. 
His liability to be expelled from his abiding-place 
at a moment’s fotice made it natural for him 
to change his wealth into portable. goods or 
money. ‘These were, in fact, the only means by 
which he could command the respect of his 
seorners and abusers. Shylock, therefore, was 
not an outgrowth of the ewish character, but 
of Christian hatred and perseciition. A Jew? s 
success in financial ventures in those times, and 
even afterwards, made him loathsome to the 
enviotis, ahd, when warned by threats, he would 
hesitate to lend money on interest, although 
finally compelled to give way to the demands of 
their rulers. To show how they were rervarded 
in France, it was a historical fact that, after 
having been driven otit by persecution, they 
were asked to return. How much good 
they had done in England had not 
yet been ascertained, but it should be remem- 
bered that Westminster Abbey was built by 
Jewish capital, and that the growth of business 
in Turkey,, Holland, and other countries of 
Europe was: largely ‘owing to the same cause. 
In pomt of fact, every part of italy, not excent- 
ing the Papal States, had only been too glad to 
employ Jewish capital, until the discrepancy be- 
tweén théir own rates of interest and those 
charged by the Jews became too glaring, as, for 
instance, when they asked 260 per cent, Ynstead 
of the 45 per cent asked by the Jews. When 
that time came self-interest operateti to the ex- 
clusion of Jewish eapita). 

Of course, Dr. “Kohler admitted, the Jews 
bad occasionally yielded to the temptation of 
overebarglibg borrowers, and had thereby given 
offense. But, on the whole, the Jewish trader 
and money-lender had been a social necessity. 
For all that, he had been exposed by his dress 
to public abuse, and when he anpeared on the 
stage, it Wis to maké sport for Merry England. 
But, while Marlowe instilled all the poison of 
the old Christian hatred into his Barrabas, 
Shakspeare drew a picture in whic b 
there was mot wanting some evidence 
of human motives, feelings, and affec- 
tions when he was made to feel 
what Christian sympathy had pictured,—the 
mabnér of his treatment. A prejudiced audi- 
ence might laugh at Shylock’s words, and yet 
humanvity’s voice rang out when he exclaimed, 
“jamadew. Hath notadew eyes? Hath not 
a Jew hands, organs, dimensions, senses, affec- 
tions, passions, hurt with the same weapons, 
subject to the same diseases, healed by the 
same means, warmed and cooled by the same 
winter and summer as a Christian ts?

Art. IX., Sec, 1.—This section, which re- 
lates to the annual meeting of the League, 
was amended by striking out that portion 
which provides that the annual meeting shall 
not be held in any city where a club belonging 
to the League is located. 

Arr. IX.. Sec. 2—At such meeting each club 
shall be entitled to two representatives, dnd 
no club shall be permitted to send as a representa- 
live any persona under contract or engaqement with 
itasa bail layer, or belonging to the nine of such. 
club in staid capacity; they shall presenta certifi- 
cate from the Presidemt or Secretary of their club, 
showing their authority to act; but nociub shall 
have more than one vote. 

Arr. Xil., Sec. 2.—This section, which fixes 
the championship season, was amended by in- 
serting Oct. 1 in place of Nov. 1. 

Arr. Il., Sec. 6.—No game shall be played be- 
tween League clubs or between League and non- 
League clubs before the commencement of the 
championship series, excepting local clubs. 

The second paragraph of the same section was 
so ameoued as to require that all games in which 
League clubs take part shall be played with the 
Spalding League ball. 

Arr. XIV., Sec. 1.—This section was amended 
so as to prevent managers or scorers from being on 
the field during the progress ofa game. The legis- 
lation was for the benefit of Harry Wright, of the 
Bostonas, who generally occupies @ seat on the 
bench with the players. 

Amendments to playing rules: 

Ruue LIL., Sec. 1.—This was amended so as to 
make the space occupied by the pitcher four feet 
wide by six feet long, instead of six feet square, 
as formerly. Sec. 2, same article, was changed so 
as to read that the pitcher, when taking his posi- 
tion to deliver the bal!, must face the batsman. 
This was for Ward's benefit. Sec. 7 of thie article 
was changedso that as it now stands every unfair 
ball must be called, and when nine such balis 
have been delivered the striker is to take 
first base. Sec. was provided with 
an addition to the effect that if the umpire sball be 
satisfied that the pitcber 'n delivering the ball shail 
have so delivered it as to bave iatentionally caused 
the same to strike the batter, the umpire shal! fine 
the pitcher therefor in a sum not less than $10, 
nor more than $50. 

bm the batting rules the following changes 
were made: Sec. 2 is amended so that, after 
the first inning, the first striker in each inning 
shall be the batsman whose name follows that 
of the last man at the bat in the preceding in- 
ning, instead of the one whose name follows 
that of the third man out. 

In Sec, 18. the foul bound is entirely done 
away with so far as the putting out of players 
is concerned. Everything must be caught on 
the fly. 

Roe V., Sec. 15, third paragraph. —Any base- 
runner who shallim any way ivterfere with or ob- 
struct a flelder while attempting to cateh a fair fly 
ball or a foul ball shall be deciarea out.

Any League umpire who shall be con- 
victed of seliing, or offering to sell, any game of 
bail of which he is umpire, shail therespon be re- 
moved from hie official capacity, ana piaced under 
the same rules which govern expelled players un- 
der this constitution. . 

Rule 7 was changed so that now §he umpire 
may fine a player not less than $$'nor more 
than $50. The figures were formefly $10 and 
$20. It was also provided that whenjan umpire 
shall have fined a player be shail have no power 
to remit such fine.

Crooked-Juror Case. 


THE BAR ASSOCIATION. 
- The Bar Association held their regular montb- 
ly meeting yesterday afternoon, President Dex- 
ter in the chair. 

The report of the Treasurer was read, show- 
jog 2 balance of $269.19 on hand. 

The Committee on Admissions reported the 
pames of eleven new applicants, which, under 
the rules, were laid over one month. The fol- 
lowing gentlemen were then balloted on and 
elected: Egbert F. Allen, Thomas 8. McClel- 
land, Thomas C. Whiteside, Harry Rubens, No- 
bie B. Judah, Frank A. Jounson, William 8. 
Brackett. 

The Committee on Amendments to the Law 
submitted tne following report, which was or- 
dered to be placed on iile: 

“The Committee on the Amendment of tne Laws 
respectfully reports that it has had under consider- 
ation the subject of the amendment of the jury 
law of the State of Lliinois heretofore submitted to 
it by the action of the Association. 

The concinsion at which. it has arrived is, that 
the existing statutes providing for the selection of 
jaries are notin themselves objectionabie, or in 
especial of any amendment. The many 


well-grounded compiaints made as to the character | 


of juries to which causes are submitted in our 
courte arwe from the administration of the law 
rather than from any defects in the law itecif. It 
therefore recommends that a standing comiittee 
be appointed charged with the duty of conferring 
with the proper officers from time to time, as the 
necessity shall arise, with a view of securing a 
faithfui administration of the law. . 

It has also considered the resoiution heretofore 
referred to it, recommending to the Legislature of 
the State the passage of an amendment to the law 

roviding that in civil cases at law the trial shall 

oy the Court, without tne intervention of the 
jury, unless ore or both the parties to the cause 
shall demand a trial by jury. While there is no 
objection to the proposed legislation, its effects 
would be scarcely appreciabic in the reduction of 
the time consumed or the expense incurred in liti- 
gation. In pearly all cases one party or the other 
would make the demand required. 

The Committee has also considered the resolu- 
tion directing it to make inquiry into thé admin- 
istration of the criminn: code, and report to tne 
Association a bill for presentation to the General 
Assembly to remedy whatever defects may be 
found to exiet therein, orm any other law regu- 
lating the trial of criminals. 

it is respectfally suomitied that the many com- 
piaints relating to the administration of tne crim- 
imal jaws of this State bave their source in the 
administration and not in the Jaws themselves. 

No amendments have occurred to the Committee 
as desirabie. 

The resolution directing the Committee to pre- 
pare at once an amendment to the Appellate Co®rt 
act. prowidmg that mo cause can be required to 
pass throu beth the Appellate and Supreme 
©ourts, and that the decision of the Appellate 

will be final upon all cases coming before 
it, has been considered, and the proposition there- 
im stated does wot receive tae approva) of the 
Cémmittee. In a modified form it 1s embraced tn 
two billx, which ‘are submittea herewith to the 
Association. 

The proposition to reduce the time within which 
@ writof error may be brought to two years from 
the rendition of the judgment complained ef has 
also been considered, and a bili designed to secure 
the proposed amenament is berewith sabmitted. 

The Committee respectfully request to be dis- 
charged from the further consideration of the sev- 
eral subjects aoove mentioned.

PRACTICE. 

The same Committee also submitted a bil! en- 
titied “A Bill to Amend an Act to-Amend an 
Act Entitled ‘An Act in Regard to Practice in 
Courts of Record,’’’ approved Feb. 22, 1872, 
which amendatory act was approved June 2, 
1877. This proposed bill provides where any 
judgment or decree shall be rendered 
against two or more persons, any one of them 
shall have the right to remove the case to the 
Appellate Court by appeal or writ of error. 
That all records shall be filed in the Appellate 
or Suprenfe Court before tne second day of the 
succeeding terni, if twenty days has elapsed be- 
tween the entry of judgment and such second 
day of the term. Iinaill cases appealed from 
the Appellate Court, the appellant shall be al- 
lowed to file in the Supreme Court the original 
transcript which was previously filed in the Ap- 
pellate Court, together with all other docu- 
ments filed in the Appellate Court. Appeais 
from the Superior, Circuit, and Criminal Courts 
oi Cook County in which a foreclosure, or 
freehold, or the validity of a s'atute is 
involved, and ali cases directly involving the 
validity of alien on real estate, Shall be taken 
directiy to the Supreme Court. All cases in 
which jadgment is for more than $1,500, and 
which are affirmed by the Appellate Court, may 
be appealed from the Appeliate to the Supreme 


Anotber bill was introduced to amend the act 
esta Appellate Courts by providing 
that their jurisdiction should be limited tm ac- 
cordance with the act given just above. The re- 
sult is nearly the same by the two biils, but 
they are amendatory of different acts. 

A third bill was introduced to amend Sec. 86, 
Chap. 110, of the Revised Statutes of 1874, by 


providing as follows: 

Szc. 85. A writof error shall not be bronght after 
the expiration of two years from the rendition of 
the decree or judgment complained of. Provided 
that as to all rees and judgments rendered prior 
to the Ist day of July, in the year 1879, such writ 
may be brought at any time within two years from 
said date, and within five years from the date of 
the entry thereof; and provided further, that 
where any y thinking himeelf aggricvea by any 
decree or judgment that may be reverses in the 
Supreme Court or the Appellate Court shall be an 
infant, non compos ments, or under duress, when 
the samme was entered, whe time of such disability 
shal! be excluded from the computation of the said 
five years.

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| jury about ten days ago fn the case of 
Ryan vs. Eigenman, sod after it was 
over, and plaintiff found he was beaten, two 
affidavits were filed, ove by Patrick F. Ryan 
himself, the plaintiff, the other by one Hunt, to 
the effect that Breslin had approached them and 
asked for money on the ground that he controll- 
ed the jury. . 

These affidavits were read again, and then 
Ryap was put on the stand. He said that Bres- 
lin wanted some moncy of him, and that he 
made an agreement to see him the next morn- 
ing (Wednesday), but purposely avoided doing 
so. He denied that he had ever offered to give 
Breshn anything at all. He admitted that be 
had asked bresiin to do what he could for him, 
and bad treated him toa cigar in a saloon op- 
posite tne Court-House. 

Breslin then took the stand, and denied flatly 
that he bad ever asked for money from any one 
in the case. Ryan had approached him, and of- 
fered him $3, and then $5, if things went ail 
right, and had finally agreed to leave $5 in 
Evans’ saloon, which he could have if the ver- 
dict was favorable. Ryan met him first Tues- 
day, and then promised to mect him again 
Wednesday, but did not keep bis promise. 

J. 8. Taylor, another juror, testified that he 
was in the same case of Ryan vs. Kignman, but 
did not see Breslin use or appear to have undue 
influence with the jury in favor of either prrty. 

Judge Booth said he was somewhat surprised 
at the evidence. He had taken care to keep the 
affidavits originally made by Ryan and Hunt, 
and that of Ryan differed materially from his 
testimony on the stand. He had testified to 
facts no* included in his affidavit, and had mace 
his testimony so different that his case was 
much weaker than it appeared to be simply on 
the affidavits. His testimony was so different 
from that of Hunt that one failed to corroborate 
the other. Ryan was guilty of serious miscon- 
duct, but it was doubtful whether any punish- 
ment could be inflicted on him in the present 


case. 
On the other hand, Breslin, by his own state- 
ments, bad also been guilty of a gross violation 
of his duty in allowing himeelf to be approached 
by an interested party, and in making an en- 
gagement to meet him again, and in being treat- 
ed by him in a barroom. On his own showing 
he had been guilty of improper conduct. The 
Judye said if he was fully satisfied as to Bres- 
lin’s guilt he would punish him with great se- 
verity, but the conflicting testimony of Ryan 
had weakened the ease greativ. Still, Bresiia 
had, by his own statements, shown he had been 
euilty of improper conduct, for which he ought 
to be puvished. He had already been in jaul 
about ten days, having been unable to procure 
bail, and the further puoishment would be that 
he be committed to jail for one weck more, until 
next Saturday. 
This ought to bea most salutary lesson to 
jurors against allowing themselves to be treat- 
ed when onthe jurv. It has been and is the 
practice of very many of the jurors in thecourts 
at noon intermission to swarm across the strect 
into the numerous beer saloons, and there spend 
the hour or two until aiternoon session, being 
treated, drinking, and talking. Toe Judge 
characterized the habit as it should be called 
as a gross misconduct.

CHANDLER VS. CHANDLER. 
The case of Chandler vs. Chandler came up 
again before Judge Farwell yesterday morning 
in a new phase. The first movement was to file 


a demurrer to the bill. 

Mr. Dow claimed that the bill was only for 
separate maintenance, and pot for a divorce. 
The act on separate maintenance provided that 
where a married woman was living separate and 
apart from her husband without her fauit, she 
might, on proper application, have a decree for 
separate maintenance. Mrs. Chandler stated 
that her husband had deserted her and that he 
had been guilty of adultery, but she did not 
aver that she was living apart from him without 
her fault. Suchaverment must be made cate- 
gorically, and not mwferentially or argun. enta- 
tively, to be good. 

Judge Farwell dia not seem to be favorably 
impressed with the force of. the argument. He 
said adultery was also charged, and that wou!d 
justify ber io leaving him. 

Mr. Dew then asked to have stricken out from 
the bill alithe allegaticns charging Chandler 
with adultery, all relating to the transactions in 
Cleveland, about the discovery of the letters 
which proved his guilt, and dill relating to the 
agreement for separation de in 1876. This 
would Jeave little but the tit of the case, the 
statement of the time of the marriage, and the 
prayer for separate maintenance. 

Juage Farwell said that where the husband 
had been guilty of repeated cruelty, or where he 
had installed another women in the bouse, the 
wife would be justifled in leaving her home, but 
he was not deaded whether a wile whose bus- 
band had in some past time been guilty of adul- 
tery of which she only knew by hearsay, or 
from others, could be justified in leaving 
her husband, and asking him to support ber 
away from home. On that point he wished to 
hear authorities. 

Mr. Dow then went on to argue the question 
ot striking out the irrelevant and scandalous 
passages, citing several authorities to show 
what was the raic in such cases. 

The Judge finaliy overruled the demurrer. 
He thought it was violating the spirit of the 
rules to require always that every allegation not 
strictly necessary should be cut out. The com- 
plainant had stated the facts on which she would 
rely for rélief in a way sufliciently explicit to 
apprise the defendant fuily, and that was 
enough. 

Mr. Sleeper then went ou to argue the ques- 
tion of irreievancy. He claimed that it was 
necessary that the facts which inducsd Mrs. 
Chandler to believe ber husband guilty of adul- 
terv were necessary to be set out in the bill to 
show the ground on which she acted, and to 
prove thet she was living apart from him with- 
out her fauit. 

The Court took the matter under advisement 
as to this point, and will probably decide it this 
week.
